Mr.  Chairman  & Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  submit  the  Annual  Report  on  the 
health  and  sanitary  conditions  of  the  Maesteg  Urban  District  for 
the  year  1959*  The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  most  of  this 
period  was  Dr.  C.J.  Revington. 


STATISTICS  : 

The  infant  mortality  rate  of  37*25  per  thousand  live 
births  compares  unfavourably  with  the  rate  of  22.0  for  England  & 

Wales  and  28.13  for  the  County  of  Glamorgan.  The  rate  for  Maesteg 
shows  an  increase  over  the  1958  figure,  which  was  31*09*  The 
neo-natal  mortality  rate  of  25*79  per  thousand  live  births  compares 
with  21.04  for  the  County  of  Glamorgan.  However,  these  figures 
are  not  of  great  significance,  as  most  of  the  deaths  were  unavoidable 
and  due  to  prematurity  and  congenital  abnormalities,  and  were  not 
related  to  social  status  or  housing. 

The  figures  for  infectious  diseases  are  low  - there  were 
no  cases  of  Poliomyelitis,  Diphtheria,  Dysentery  or  Food  Poisoning. 

The  total  number  of  Tuberculosis  notifications  was  24  with  4 deaths. 
Although  up  a little  on  the  previous  year,  the  general  trend  here  is 
downward  and  this  could  probably  be  improved  further,  with  abatement 
of  overcrowding.  In  this  respect  the  figures  for  re-housing  and  house 
building  for  the  year  are  disappointingly  low  and  it  is  to  be  hoped 
that  more  progress  will  be  made  in  the  near  future.  It  is  interesting 
to  note  that  only  one  case  of  Tuberculosis  was  discovered  among 
6,293  persons  mass  x-rayed.  There  was  no  recurrence  of  the  liver 
fluke  infection  and  the  water-cress  bed  which  was  the  source  of  the 
trouble  now  appears  to  have  been  destroyed.

The  refuse  tip  at  Neath  Road  continues  to  he  an 
eye-sore  and  its  condition  is  hygienic ally  and  aesthetically 
undesirable.  It  needs  to  be  properly  fenced  and  a lockable 
gate  erected  to  keep  out  flocks  of  sheep  and  animals  that  could 
spread  foot  and  mouth  disease,  and  to  prevent  access  to  people 
who  are  frequently  seen  rummaging  about  the  tip.  Improved 
methods  of  destroying  refuse  are  available  and  these  could 
possibly  be  studied  for  use  at  Maesteg.

CERTIFICATES  OF  VACCINATION 


Each  year,  several  certificates  are  brought  to  the  Health 
Department  by  people  who  are  travelling  abroad  either  for  holidays 
or  emmigrating. 

In  accordance  with  the  Regulations,  some  of  these  certificates 
are  required  to  be  stamped  with  an  approved  stamp  at  the  Health 
Department  in  the  district  where  the  vaccination  was  performed.  It 
therefore  does  not  necessarily  take  place  in  the  district  where  the 
traveller  is  a resident. 

Generally  speaking,  most  certificates  attended  to  at  the 
Department  are  for  vaccination  against  Smallpox  and  Cholera. 
Certification  of  certificates  of  vaccination  against  such  diseases 
as  Yellow  Fever  is  carried  out  at  the  actual  centre  where  the 
vaccination  is  performed. 

The  essential  part  of  the  certification  is  recognition  of 
the  signature  shown  as  being  that  of  a local  practitioner  performing 
the  vaccination.  Particular  attention  is  also  paid  to  the  method  of 
dating  in  order  to  avoid  any  unnecessary  delay  in  travellers  being 
allowed  ashore  ’at  the  other  end.' 

These  certificates  are  not  to  be  obtained  by  travellers  at 
the  Health  Department  and  it  is  not  the  responsibility  of  either  the 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  or  the  Local  Authority  to  provide  them. 
However,  a small  stock  is  kept  at  the  Department  for  emergency  use 
only,  as  travel  agencies  usually  supply  them,  also  employers  who 
are  engaging  people  for  work  abroad. 

During  the  year  1959 > 39  certificates  were  dealt  with  at  the 
Health  Department. 

The  Department  acquired  during  the  year  a list  from  the  World 
Health  Organisation  at  Geneva,  showing  the  required  vaccinations 
of  foreign  governments,  in  detail.  A supplement  to  this  is  published

In  the  course  of  the  year,  the  number  of  notifications  of 
Tuberculosis  (Pulmonary  and  Other  Forms)  received,  was  24.  This 
figure  shows  an  increase  of  7 on  the  previous  year. 

The  number  of  cases  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  notified 
during  the  year  was  13  males  and  7 females. 

The  number  of  deaths  from  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  was  4* 

Each  person  had  been  notified  previously  as  a case  of  Tuberculosis 
during  life-time.

The  following  Health  Services  are  the  responsibility  of  the 
Glamorgan  County  Council  : -

The  Hospitals  of  Mid-Glamorgan  are  administered  by  the 
Regional  Hospital  Board  through  the  Mid-Glamorgan  Hospital  Management 
Committee  in  Neath. 


(1)  SCHOOL  HEALTH  SERVICES 

The  medical  inspection  of  school-children  and  the  holding  of 
Ophthalmic,  Dental  and  Orthopaedic  Clinics  is  done  by  the  County 
Council.  The  various  age  groups  are  examined  periodically  and  from 
the  school  inspections,  referred  to  the  various  clinics  if  so 
required. 

(2)  TUBERCULOSIS 

Institutions  are  maintained  by  the  Welsh  Regional  Hospital  Board 
for  the  treatment  of  persons  suffering  from  Tuberculosis.  A clinio 
is  held  in  the  Maternal  & Child  Welfare  Centre,  Church  Street,  Maes  teg, 
on  Wednesday  and  Friday  mornings  of  each  week.

(4)  VACCINATION  & IMMUNISATION 

Vaccination  of  children  against  Whooping  Cough,  Diphtheria, 
Smallpox  and  Poliomyelitis  is  carried  out  by  the  County  Council, 
and  for  further  particulars  enquiries  should  be  made  at  the  nearest 
clinic.  Vaccination  against  Smallpox  is  also  carried  out  by  the 
general  practitioners. 


(5)  AMBULANCES 

The  ambulance  services  are  under  the  direction  of  the  County 
Council.  ALL  CALLS  for  the  service  are  dealt  with  via  the  main 
station  at  Aberkenfig  (TELEPHONE  NO.  - ABERKENFIG  303) » while 
sub-stations  are  established  in  the  Maesteg  General  Hospital  and 
in  Caerau.  Requests  for  ambulances  not  required  until  the  next  day 
are  met  by  means  of  a certificate  signed  by  a doctor,  nurse  or 
midwife  and  handed  in  at  the  local  ambulance  station  not  later  than 
8 p.m,  on  the  previous  day. 

In  emergencies,  or  when  ambulances  are  required  on  the  same 
day,  requests  are  made  by  telephone  to  Aberkenfig  and  the  certificate 
handed  to  the  ambulance  driver  when  conveying  the  patient.  The 
conveyance  of  maternity  cases  is  arranged  in  the  same  manner.  Where 
accidents  or  other  emergencies  occur  adjacent  to  an  ambulance 
sub-station,  drivers  have  been  instructed  to  deal  with  the  situation 
themselves  and  inform  the  ambulance  control  station  of  the  action 
they  are  taking.

CO-OPERATION  OF  VOLUNTARY  BODIES 


The  Inspector  of  the  local  branch  of  the  National  Society  for 
the  Prevention  of  Cruelty  to  Children  maintains  close  co-operation 
with  the  Health  Department.  A number  of  cases  of  neglected,  or 
ill-treated  children,  is  investigated  by  the  Inspector  each  year, 
sometimes  at  the  request  of  the  Department. 


CONTROL  OF  INFECTIOUS  DISEASES 


Premises  where  cases  of  infectious  disease  occur  are  visited 
where  this  is  thought  essential.  The  taking  of  swabs  and 
immunisation  of  all  contacts,  where  applicable,  is  undertaken  by 
the  Medical  Officer  of  Health. 

If  removal  to  hospital  is  necessary,  rooms  are  disinfected  by 
the  Department  at  the  patient's  home.  When  the  patient  is  isolated 
at  home,  this  is  done  on  termination  of  the  illness.  Infected 
clothing,  bedding,  etc.,  are  sometimes  removed,  on  request,  and 
dealt  with  by  steam-disinfection  at  the  Maesteg  Isolation  Hospital.

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SWIMMING  BATHS 


The  two  swimming  Baths  in  the  District  are  at  Maesteg  and 
Garth.  The  source  of  water  is  the  Mid-Glamorgan  Water  Board  at 
Maesteg  and  the  Cerdin  part  of  the  river  at  Garth.  The  water  is 
drained  annually  "before  the  season  commences.  Treatment  is  "by 
pressure  filtration  and  break-point  chlorination  at  Maesteg. 

At  Garth  by  filtration  and  chlorination.  Water  turn-over  takes 
six  hours. 

The  Maesteg  Pool  is  45  yards  x 15  yards  with  a maximum  depth 
of  8*6"  and  its  capacity  is  175 ,000  gallons.  A life-belt  and 
emergency  pole  is  provided.  During  the  year  1959  > 67,500  people 

used  the  pool.  Garth  Pool  is  30  yards  x 12  yards  with  a maximum 
depth  of  6»  and  its  capacity  is  86,000.  A life-belt  and  emergency 
pole  is  provided.  25,000  people  used  the  pool  in  1959*  The  environs 
of  this  pool  are  quite  inadequate  in  area  for  the  numbers  using  the 
pool.  Both  pools  have  foot-baths  and  cubicles  are  provided  for 
changing.  At  Maesteg,  clothing,  etc.,  is  kept  in  baskets  and  these 
are  sprayed  periodically  with  an  insecticide.  The  buildings  at  both 
pools  need  to  be  painted  and  decorated  internally  and  externally. 

No  bacteriological  examinations  of  water  were  carried  out 
in  1959 , but  during  each  swimming  season,  from  early  May  until 
September,  water  from  both  the  Maesteg  and  Garth  Pools  was  sampled 
and  tested  at  the  Health  Department  for  pH  value  (alkalinity)  and 
chlorine  content.  These  tests  have  frequently  been  unsatisfactory, 
indicating  that  conditions  for  chlorination  have  not  always  been 
ideal. 


DWELLINGS 


All  houses  in  the  Maesteg  Urban  Area,  with  the  exception  of 
outlying  farms  and  cottages,  are  supplied  with  water  from  the  public 
water  mains.  An  adequate  supply  was  maintained  during  the  year, 
despite  the  exceptionally  dry  spell  of  weather  encountered,  as  in 
most  parts  of  this  country,  during  the  months  of  May,  June,  July  and 
August.

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NEW  ACTS  & REGULATIONS 


THE  SLAUGHTERHOUSE  REPORTS  (APPOINTED  MY)  ORDER,  1959  : 

This  Order  was  made  under  Section  3(2)  of  the  Slaughterhouses 
Act,  1958.  It  appoints  2nd  November,  1959  as  the  earliest  day  by 
which  local  authorities  were  to  submit  reports  on  slaughterhouse 
facilities. 

THE  SLAUGHTER  OF  ANIMALS  (PREVENTION  OF  CRUELTY)  (AMENDMENT) 
REGULATIONS,  1959  : 

These  Regulations  were  made  under  Section  4 of  the  Slaughter 
of  Animals  Act,  1958.  They  amend  the  Slaughter  of  Animals  (Prevention 
of  Cruelty)  Regulations,  1958.  The  amendment  is  a technical  one. 

THE  SLAUGHTERHOUSES  (HYGIENE)  (AMENDMENT)  REGULATIONS.  1959  : 

These  Regulations  are  made  under  Sections  13  and  123  of  the 
Food  & Drugs  Act,  1955  and  Section  9 of  the  Slaughterhouses  Act,  1958. 

They  amend  the  Slaughterhouses  (Hygiene)  Regulations,  1958.  The 
amendment  is  a technical  one. 

THE  SLAUGHTERHOUSE  ( LICENCES )( FORMS  & RECORDS)  REGULATIONS,  1959  * 

These  Regulations  were  made  under  Section  l(5)  of  the  Slaughterhouses 
Act,  1958.  They  prescribe  the  form  of  application  for  the  grant  or 
renewal  of  a slaughterhouse  licence. 

THE  ICE-CREAM  (HEAT  TREATMENT  ETC ).,  REGULATIONS,  1959  * 

These  Regulations  were  made  under  Sections  4 and  123  of  the  Food 
& Drugs  Act,  1955,  and  consolidate  and  amend  the  Regulations  of  1947-1952. 

THE  MILK  & DAIRIES  (GENERAL)  REGULATIONS,  1959  : 

These  Regulations,  which  were  made  under  Sections  29,  30,  87  and 
123  of  the  Food  & Drugs  Act,  1955 > re-enact  with  amendments  the 
Milk  & Dairies  Regulations,  1949  to  1954* 

HOUSING  (UNDERGROUND  ROOMS)  ACT,  1959.  * 

This  Act  was  introduced  as  a private  members  bill.  Its  object  is 
to  restore  to  local  authorities  the  powers  which  they  had  under  the 
Housing  Act,  1936,  to  close  certain  insanitary  basement  rooms. 
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SUPERVISION  OP  MILK  DISTRIBUTION 
THE  FOOD  & DRUGS  ACT,  1955 


During  the  year,  15  samples  of  heat-treated  and  pasteurised 
milk  were  submitted  to  the  laboratory  for  bacteriological  examination. 
One  of  the  samples  was  unsatisfactory.  A further  sample  was  later 
taken  and  proved  to  be  satisfactory. 

6 samples  of  ungraded  milk  were  submitted  for  examination 

and  2 were  unsatisfactory.  These  samples  were  repeated  and  found  to 
be  satisfactory. 

7 samples  of  milk  were  submitted  for  biological  examination  and 
were  free  from  Tubercle  Bacilli.

9  shop  premises  were  registered  during  the  year  for  the  sale  of 
ice-cream.  Samples  of  ice-cream  submitted  to  the  laboratory  for 
bacteriological  examination  and  chemical  analysis  were  found  to  be 
satisfactory. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  1959 > 99  business  premises  were  on  the 
Department's  Register  as  registered  •under  the  act  for  the  sale  of 
ice-cream  and  6 business  premises  for  the  manufacture  and  sale  of 
ice-cream.

The  Maesteg  Sewage  Works  has  now  "been  operating  for  six 
years  and  approximately  two  million  gallons  of  sewage  is 
treated  per  day. 


REFUSE  DISPOSAL 


The  Council's  system  of  daily  refuse  collection  is  still  in 
force.  The  only  dwellings  where  collection  is  not  possible  is  from 
certain  outlying  farms  and  cottages. 

From  time-to-time,  leaflets  warning  occupiers  of  possible 
prosecution  are  distributed  to  individual  houses  and  streets  where 
refuse  is  known  to  be  dumped  in  lanes,  river  banks,  etc.  A record 
is  kept  at  the  Department  of  the  numbers  of  houses  and  streets  to 
which  leaflets  are  distributed.
